ATXIAMTA, Ga., Jan. 8.—CoL L. T. 
(Jautt, who .went to Elberton to start a 
weekly paper some time ago, has given 
to the state a sensational stoiy, in which 
he recognizes in the Horn.

He was a member of the last re- 
publican national convention in Chica- 
go and is in every respect a worthy lead- 
er in the race.

INDIANAPOIIIS, I n d . , J a n . 8 . — C . H . 
Reeve, of Plymouth, has a lengthy com- 
munication in the Sentinel to-day main, 
tainiiig that, under the law section 135 
makes the official term of lieutenant 
governor commence on the second Mon- 
day in January, 1853, and on the same 
day every four years thereafter. 
No 
matter when elected, hin official term 
must commence on that day and no 
other. 
Colonel Robertsou having l)eeu 
elected in 1886, his tt'rm does not begin 
until next Monday, and this justifies the 
senate in keeping him out of office in 
the interval. 


Mr. Reevas further holds "that the ex- 
traneous action of the house, the pro- 
ceedings of Robertson, the muddles in 
the court, Robertson's .proceedings on 
the board of equalization, his demand- 
ing and receiving and paying of^ his 
secretary, were not only illegal, but, 
with the nomination and voting for 
Chase in 1888, were each and all so 
many acts of child's 
play. 
They 
amounted to nothing then and they 
amount to nothing now—unless as sub- 
jects for pity and contempt. 
There is 
no vacancy in the office of lieutenant 
goveruor now until Robertson resigns, 
and that he has not done. 
The senate 
will organize prior to the second Mon- 
day in Januaiy. It must then clioose a 
president pro tem., for there will be no 
lieutenant governor who can act, whose 
official term has commenced. 
But on 
that day, if Robertson comes fOTward 
and claims his seat, and another usurps 
it, there is an offense and the courts can 
be appealed to. 
Under sec. 1131, title 
'Information,' R. S. 1881, ample juris- 
diction is given, and the only question 
that can be involved would be up for 
consideration, viz.: 
Can a lieutenant 
governor be voted for oftener than once 
in four years?" 


He concludes this way: "Well, then, 
Robertson was so elected. The 'time 
and places' of his election was legal. 
The house opened and published the re- 
turns in the presence of both houses— 
one house refusing to listen. 
He quali- 
fied by taking the proper oath. His 
official term will commence on the sec- 
ond Monday of January, 14th mst. 
Who else is or can be lieutenant gov- 
ernor or president of the senate'if" 


COIIONEIJ ROBEBTSON MAKES THE POINT. 


The republicans are greatly worried 
about Colonel Robertson's attitude on 
the general government question. Rob- 
ertson, it is claimed by some of his 
friends, will not only try to preside over 
the senate for three days but try and 
serve out his term of four years, and 
compel Chase to contest for the office to 
which he was elected last November.

The suit brought by the First National 
bank and the attachment made by it to 
secure its claim, reveals that l>etween 
Decenijier 11 and 28 last, the^ bank re- 
ceived drafts from the Keefer Milling 
company, drawn upon various firms in 
Philatlelphia and New York, it being 
supposed that the drafts in each case 
reiiresented the consignment. 
They ag- 
giegated about $46,000. 
Not one of 
tliese drafts was honored, no consign- 
ment having been made. 


The dishonored drafts were made and 
presented by George Keefer, secretary 
of the company. 
His fathe», now dead, 
was notified of the fact before his death, 
and there is some ground for the belief 
that this knowledge hastened his death. 
He was found dead in his bed, and the 
coroner stated that the death was from 
appoplexy. 
George Keefer is not now 
in Covington. 
It is said that he used 
the money in wheat speculations, in 
which he was a loser, but nothing defi- 
nite is known of the subject. 
He has 
been with his father from boyhood, and 
has always borne an excellent reputa- 
tion.

WHAT SCHOOL ROOKS COST. 


A Qnarter of a Bliilion Annually to 
be Saved by Smashinir the 
T m s t In This State. 


As loci before bee£ said, the sdiool- 
book problem has a hundred different 
phases and it cannot be solved until 
studied in each of them. 
The metliod 
by which the prices of books are piled 
up emphasize the immense saving that 
would result were some direct means of 
dealing with the publishers provided, or 
a law by which the state would get 
books at cost. The operations of ^ e 
book trade, as now carried on by the 
great publishers who parcel out the ter- 
ritory of Indiana at their pleasure, is as 
follows: 


A list of books and prices are publish- 
ed, which, appearing to be the real sell- 
ing rates at wholesale, are in fact but a 
basis by which to regulate a series of 
discounts. The retail dealer, buying 
his books at wholesale prices, 
finds 
that 
he 
must 
pay 
according to 
the size of the order he sends in. If he 
buys $100 worth of books in one order 
he receives a certain discount from the 
schedule price. If his order amounts to 
$200 the discount is greater, and so on 
in a graded series of discounts until an 
order amounting to *S500 is reached. 
The annual discount from the list price 
for an order of the last named amount 
is 16t per cent. 
• Now when the retailer sets his price 
for his customers he usually adds 16f 
per cent, for his profit. But he does 
not add this to the price which he pays. 
He adds it to the published list price. 
If the customer complains at the ex- 
orbitant charges, the retailer may, with 
an ail- of frankness, produce the printed 
schedule of wholesale prices and show 
that his profit is but a bare sixth above 
that. It may be seen from this that tlie 
list price is a most convenient and use- 
ful device. 
It will also ))e seen that 
books bought in $500 hit« reach the final 
purchaser at a cost of one-third more 
than the price at which the ptib- 
lisher can sell them at a satisfactory 
profit. 


Did the state, through its authorized 
agents, purchase the books in five hun- 
dred dollar lots, they could be furnished 
to the pupils at two thirds the present 
prices or perhaps a trifle more to cover 
cost of transportation. By buying in 
lots worth many thotisand dollars the 
publishers could eaisly afford to make a 
very much greater discount from the list 
prices than when they sold in lots worth 
$500. 
Thus 
allowing 
a satisfactory 
profit to the publishers, it is certainly a 
safe estimate to say that the books would 
be furnished to the pupils free of all in- 
cidental cost, at prices not exceeding 
two thirds of those now paid. 


In round niunbers there are 350,000 
pupils enrolled in the public schools of 
Indiana. 
A conservative estimate of the 
annual cost of text books per pupil is 
$2. 
That means a yearly expenditure 
of $700,000 for school books by the 
parents of children in this state. Now 
take away a third of this sum, which is 
the proportion to be saved 
the state 
buying the books direct from the pub- 
lishers, and the annual cost would be 
$166,000, a clear saving to the taxpayers 
of $233,000 per annum.

He thinks that it would probably 
be advisable for the senate after oigan- 
izing, without giving recognition to 
Bobertson, to adjourn untdl next Mon- 
day. He says that the republicans have 
admitted that Bobertson is not entitled 
to recognition because they elected 
Chase lieutenant governor after having 
claimed two years ago that Bobertson 
was elected for four years. It could not

held 
that 
he was elected 
to ^ . an unexpired term, 
because 
the 
constitution 
nowhere mentions 
an unexpired term of the oflice. 
When Senator Cox came to town last 
webk he said that he would introduce a 
resolution protesting against Bobert- 
son's right to preside, but to submit to 
his occupying the chair, for the sake of 
peace, without acknowledging that he 
was the rightful presiding ofScer. He 
has since changed his mind, and now 
says ''to allow Colonel Bobertson to 
preside over us after we declared that he 
was not lieutenant governor would dis- 
grace us for all time to come." Senator 
Mullinix says that the senate can and 
and will be organized without Bobert- 
son, and intimates that if Bobertson re- 
sorts to force in. asserting his rights it 
will 
probably 
interfere 
with the 
inauguration of Hovey. It is evident 
that there will be trouble when the ses- 
sion opens, as the friends of Bobertson 
say that he is determined to assert his 
rights. 


The contest for the legislative oflSceK 
began to-day in dead earnest. 
If Mr. 
Niblack is elected speaker the assistant 
clerkship of the house will probably go 
to Watts P. Denny, of Fort Wayne, as 
there are no candidates /rom that sec- 
tion of the state who stand in his way.

Among those who are likely to take a 
prominent part in the proceedings of 
the senate on the democratic side are 
Senators James M. Barrett, cf Fort 
Wajme; James M. Andrews, of Paoli; 
Harry Francis, of Michigan City; Frank 
B. Burke, of Jefferson ville; F. M. Grif- 
fith, of Vevay; George B. Byrd, of Bra- 
zil; and Wm. A. Tray lor, of Jasper. Of 
these Seoators Barrett and Griffith arc 
"hold-over" members and Senator Tray- 
lor has had the benefit of previous ex- 
perience in the legislature. The repub- 
licans have a couple of good talkers in 
Senator Henry U. Johnson, of Bich- 
mond, and Senator Mark L. DeMottt\ 
of Valparaiso, and several practiced leg- 
islators, such as Senators B. F. Harness, 
of Kokomo; Thos, E. Boyn, of Nobles- 
ville, and Grose, of New Castle. 


Wm. H. Shambaugh, of Allen county, 
is a typical Hoosier, tall and dark, with 
a black mustache; a goatee, and uo 
necktie. He does wear a slouch haf and 
cut-away coat, and, despite his undudis- 
tic make-up, is a man of weight. He 
said he appreciated the fact that it is 
almost an impossibility to prevent en- 
tirely the purchasing of votes, but he 
believed everj' precaution should b« 
taken to that end. 
He believed all the

None of the coal routes are canying half 
the tonnage of coal that they did a year 
ago. The mild weather and the further 
introduction of natiu-al gas in Ohio and 
Indiana is making bad inroads upon 
tlie coal business.

the organization Ixjcame. H machine in 
the hands of republican (Mjliticiaus to 
awaken enthusiasm on the one hand and 
to beat down the opix>sition to their 
candidate, both personal and political, 
on the other; that a Harrison and Hovey 
regiment was organized and was made 
to appear as a representative of the sen- 
timent entei-tained by the G. A. R. as 
an organization, and that immediately 
following General Harrison's élection a 
post meeting in that city was turned 
into 11 jjolitical machine for the pnriwse 
of advancing a republican to the posi- 
tion of postmaster. 
The assertion is 
made in the letter that democmts con- 
stitute one-half of the membership of 
the G, A. R., and all memliei-s of the 
party are urged to join the new move- 
ment, because "the value of a dis- 
tinctively democratic organization in 
future campaigns must be apparent.

Now 
take away a third of thin sum, which is 
the proportion to be saved by the stato 
buying the books direct from the pub- 
lishers, and the annual cost would bo 
$460,000, a clear saving to the taxpayere 
of 9233.000 per annum.
